instead of £500. ‘This would be done, 
the Governér added, when the gentle- 
man to whom he referred vacated an- 
other tem on sppointment which be 
then held. ‘The appointment here 
alluded to was that of Acting Inspector 
of Schools, which Dr Eitel has now per- 
manently occupied for some time. We 
have long maintained, and still be- 
lieve, that Dr Eitel has been in- 
duced to join the Service upon a 
certain promise, and that that promise 
has not been carried out; and to the 
anomalous, unsatisfactory and false 


pain which the Governor's delay has 
rvught him, the learned Doctor owes 
almost ell of the unpopularity he now 
so largely shares with his isolated chief. 
The extreme hollowness of His Excel- 
lency’s explanation of the delay becomes 
apparent in the following éxtract from his 
address to the Council the other day :— 

The position which Dr Litel held at pre- 
sent he was appointed to at the su gestion 
of the Seoretary of State for the Colonies, 
Sir Michael Hicks Beach wrote that, were is 
not that Dr Eitel’s services were intended 
for another Position in the Service, he would 
have named him for tho Inspectorate of 
Sohools. The other appointment to which 
the Seoretary of State referred was tho 
Head of the Interpretation Department, 
He wrote to the Secretary of State and said 
that as it was impossible to complete the 
definite arrangements for this Department 
for some time—aos he had to consult tho 
Chief Justice and others in many mattera— 
he had.acted in the spirit of the instructions 
from the Secretary of Stato and bad ap- 
pointed Dr Eitel Inspector of Schools, 

Even from the Governor's awn words, 
it is quite clear that advantage was ta- 
ken of a remark made by Sir M. Hicks- 
Beach to drug Dr, Eitel into the post of 
never of Schools, so as, by the aid 
of the salary thus earned, the £1,000 
promised might be made up; and, at 
the same time, the favourite scheme of 
the Governor's heart—obtaining a Pri- 
vate Secretary who would turn earth 
and heaven in his behalf—be likewise 
carried out. This is thd’ position; and 
the only explanation vouchsnfed is that 
it was impossible to complete the defi- 
nite arrangements for the Interprotorial 
Department, as the Chief Justice and 
others had to be consulted in many mat- 
ters! There is not o word here as to 


the main reason why justice has not 
been done to Dr. Eitel and the Public 
Service, and the Interpretorial scheme 
has not been begun to be carried out. 
Not a syllable of explanation is given oa 
to the reason why ee Secretary of State 
asked for further information as to how 
the hybrid office which Governor Hen- 
nessy sought to establish would influ- 
ence the Colonial Secretary's Dopart- 
ment. There is no doubt that the 
present Heod of the Executive has 
the most remarkable faculty for sp- 
pearing to gre a great deal of in- 
formation when the merest crumbs 
only are actually forthcomings It 
is clear to the mind of the Salis that 
the position of Chinese Secretary, ag 
developed of late by the presont oc- 
cupant, is one most dear to the heart of 
an official like Sir John Hennessy, who 
prefers to work in the dark by irregular 
meuns and call that “Government by

no efforts have been made of late to 
hurry on the development of the Inter- 
pretation Department. Our readers will 
temember the entry in Whitaker’s Al- 
manac, which contained the information 
that the post of “Chinese Secretary” 
was filled by Dr Hitel, and that the 
salary was £1,000. his information 
must have found its way from Hong- 
kong, and the “ Press Commissioner ” is 
presumed to have been the author of the 
statement, ‘That entry, then, showed 
the direction which Governor Henness 
desired things to take; and it is ra 
to be feared that the Interpretation De- 
partment would have been left altogether 
to take care ofitself, in the same wuy that 
it has been left up to the present time, 
had the “Chinese Secretary”. schema 
been approved of at Home. The Go- 
vernor suggested, it may be remembered. 
in 1878, that an interpreter should be 
furnished for the Governgr and the 
Colonial . Secretary; and the . Chief 
Justice followed up the suggestion by 
another suggestion that his officer 
should be placed at the head of the inter- 
pretorial staff. Atfirstit was proposed to 
empley an able Chinese then engaged 
on the China Mail staff, as Governor 
Hennessy was not at that time “able 
to induce the gentleman ; in ‘question 
(Dr Kitel] to ‘undertake Government 
employment.” For the, work of inter 
pretation for ‘the Governor and the 
Colonial Secretary, o.vote of £600 was 
assed, with the understanding: “ that, 
in the event ofa Enropean gontleman 
being appointed, the-Council would be 
prepared to vote an adequate sum, ba- 
yond £600, for his services.” These are 
the words of Governor Hennessy himself,

sovereign, civilised power, in this case the 
English ; all, in profession at least, are 
frionds of the boat interests of tho native 
racer, and a large proportion are their true 
friends, lung tried and much trusted.”

servancea which is said to be recognised 
in Scotland, of jumping over a broom- 
stick.

‘vessel to solemmise a marriage either on 
board the ship or anywhere else.” “In 
the especial case under consideration it 
may be well for me,” Mr Hay adds, 
“to remark in addition, that, as both 
the parties are foreigners, the man 
a German subject and the woman a 
British subject, itisa matter with which 
neithor the Government nor its Con- 
sular officers have soything whatever to 
do.”

In o leading article headed the Situa- 
tion in Peking, the Jipan Daily Herald 
says i—Li is about 59 or 60 years ald. 
He is 9 Chinaman’ of the purest race, 
His fatnily ia ancient, though always, 
until now, poor, and it has existed for 
very many penerations in thw province 
of Ghanwhet. He does not answer to 
the Popular notion of a mandarin. He 
is a tall man, pecape six feet two inches 
high, broad'-and-deop chested, lean, 
muscular, energetic. He. .owns a 

* thundering voice of the deepest vibrating 
bess; he takes long swinging strides 
like '& dragoon, and: ha- las the most 
‘wonderful: ayes. wa have. ever seen — 
large, fiery,: flashing, piercing, and 
savage like those of a-hawk. He is the 
so of ‘a poor’ oficlal, owes nothing to 
family: influence, and’ straggled - with 
poverty uutil-hig-courage and ‘sternness 
Bttracted the notice of Tseng... He isa 
Hahlin of. high class, whioh sigaities 
that. he .is.¢ man of earning: He is, 
according: to Chinese ideas, a fine writer, 
and his despatches, memorials, Ge., &e, 
ore ‘models of the best. classical style, 
Iuininous, gententious, and’ condensed. 


Li has supreme command of invective, 
scorn, and, withal, strong argument. 
He can be persuasive and insidions aa 


he dures to indulge in it,—is thut of 
dogmatic, brutal, yet convincing dia- 
lectics. He is physically fourless, and 
he hws one other guod quality ; that of 
never forgetting the friends of his youth. 
‘The men who like ‘'ing helped Li in his 
sttuggling days have never been pas- 
sed by y, but owe ull fortune, power, and | 
even immunity to the mun they once 
befriended. Li is simple in his habits, 
almost to pisimony. He is the most 
rapacious and jssatiable of men, and 
though lis wealth is prodigious, his 
covetousners praws, When the miser- 
able millious of China were perishing 
for lack of food, Li’s heart was hardeued. 
He never stayed his exactions, he went 
on heaping up more and more hoards, 
the wretches from whom ho 
wrung his vast treasures lie gave back, 
in’ their horrible affliction, but a few 
thousand taels from his many millions. 
In 1876 the wealth of the Li brothers, 
that is: Grand Secretary Li, Li 
Hang-chang, now Viceroy of Iupeh, 
and Li Tuoutai, who lives without office 
at Wuhu,—was estimated st twenty- 
five millions of taels, or over £6,11-0,000 
sterling, It must now be inuch wore.

RUSSIA AND CHINA. 


In several German militury papers the 
consequences which a war against Chinn 
would have on the military position of 
Russia in Europo are digeussed, and it 
is stated that ‘the alteratio.s theroin 
produced by such a campaign would Le: 
considerable. The Russian forces are 
new, a8 is well known, divided into; 
three separate armies——tho European, | 
the Caucasian, and the Asinuc. The 
Cancagian army, consisting of 23 regi 
ments of infantry, four battalions of 
dragoons, has been always rogarded a8 


the European army, which now conuisty * 
of 164 regiments of foot, 56 rogiments | 
of cavalry, and six brigades of sharp 
shooters. The Asiatic army bad until 
now only to defend the intorest of the 
Russian Empire in Contral Asia, and 
was, as hax heen ataud by official 
reports, composed only of 29 line batts 
lions, four battalions of sharpshooters, 
11 garrison battalions, three brigades of 
field artillery, a battalion of foot actil- 
lery, and two companica of gappers and 
miners. To these troops can be added 
ten battaliona of Cossack infantry, 11 
Cossack batteries, and 47 regiments of 
irregular Cossack cavalry. The whole 
strength of this Asiatic army cup, there- 
fore, be reckoned at between 60,000 and 
70,000 men. These troops are garrison. 
od over a very large expanse of territory, 
which they have to occupy for the 
purpose of holding the different wild 
tribes in check, Russia could employ 
only a very small portion of this army 
against a foreign foe, and it would be 
quite impossible for her to carry on f: 
war against China with theso Asiatic 
forces alone, all the less as China has a 
very reapectable army at ber disposition ; 
on the Russian frontier. The Caucasian 
army could then no more, a. least for a) 
Jong time, bo regarded as the reserve 
forcea of the European army, and the 
latter would, therefore, no longer be 
superior to the German army. 

‘The Czar has taken the very unusual 
step of writing an official farewell letter 
to Admiral Lessoveky, expressing a hope 
that the admiral will have occasion to 
distinguish himpelf in the Pacific. A 
telegram from St. Petersburg states that 
in consequence of intelligence received 
from China, hopes are entertained that 
war has been finally averted. 


The St. Petersburg correspondent of 
the Standard writes i 
“Should the dispute with China be 
settled without resorting to arma, it in 
very possible that the Russian fleet may 
ap to Kores,. tho northera Italy, 
towards which the Russians look with 
longing eyes. Writers in the daily 
papers go so far as to urge its annoxa- 
tion, pointing out the folly of allowing 
60 choice a morsel to be swallowed by 
some power which ia more energatic, 
‘All the efforts of the Japanese, who 
alone are admitted to the ports of the 
Peningula, have nob sufficed to conceal 
the profitable nature of their monopoly, 
But it: is not only the commorcial 
advantages derivable from the enterprise 
that should be considered. The great 
importance of Korea aa & basis for 
privateer. warfare, the only Russian 
weapon ageinst England) is aufficient to 
warrant the undertaking. -Here, too,
